The game is ideal for two 
but can be played by more, the 
greatest number of runs winning in 
any case. 

To help you keep track of the 
position of the runners, draw a 
baseball diamond on a sheet of 
paper and use tokens to represent 
the players. 

Now shuffle together three full 
decks of 52 cards each (two packs 
or even one may be used but three 
is preferable), Take out two aces 
of Spades, two Aces of Hearts, two’ 
deuces of clubs and one deuce of 
diamonds. One player then turns 
cards from the top of the pack, 
scoring hits, runs and outs accord- 
ing to the following schedule: 


Ace of Spades—home run 














Ace of Hearts—three base hit 











Ace of Diamonds or Clubs— 
double, runners score 
King of Spades—double, runners 
advance two bases 
Other Kings—single, runners ad- 
vanee two bases 
Any Queen—single, runners ad- 
vance one base 
Jack of Spades or Hearts—base 
on balls 
Jack of Diamonds or Clubs—ball, 
runner nearest first base steals 
a base unless occupied 
Any 10 or 9—ball 
Any 8, 7 or 6—strike 
Any 5—batter out, runners ad- 
vance one base 
Any 4—batter out, runners hold 
bases 
Any 3—out; with any man on 
base, runner furthest advanced 
is out, batter safe at first base 
Spade deuce—strikeout 
Heart deuce—doupble play, pro- 
vided runner is on base 
Diamond deuce—batter and all 
runners out 
Club deuce—triple play, retires 
side even with no man on base. 
If you use only one deck of cards, 
you should count the Ace of Spades 
as only a chance for a home run. 
The batter then turns up another 
card and if it is a face card, the 
home run counts. Without this rule,’ 
there would be too many home 
runs using only one deck of cards, 
A nine inning game played with 
this schedule usually winds up in 
a final score of 9-7 or thereabouts 
—ideal for a home game. So choose 
up sides and “let's play ball"—with 
cards.

LAW IN ACTION 


EXECUTORS 


With certain exceptions, the 
law will let you name anyone 
“executor’’ of your will. Your 
executor must be over the age 
of majority, must not have 
been convict- 
ed of an infa- 
mous crime, 
and must 
meet certain 
other require- 
ments. The 
law leaves it 
up'to you to pick an executor 
with good judgment. 

When the ‘‘testator,’’ or will- 
maker, dies, the executor goes 
to work to carry out his wishes. 

The court confirms the exc- 
cutor you name in your will. 

If you make no will or don’t 
name an executor, the court 
names ‘an ‘‘administrator.”” 

Either the executor or the 
administrator gathers the es- 
tate together and out of it pays 
off taxes and debts, and sees 
that the rest of it goes to your 
heirs as you direct — under 
court supervision. 

Your estate? It is all your 
property which does not go 
automatically to others, such 
as life insurance or property 
in joint tenancy. 

To do his work, your execu- 
tor may have to back track 
over years of your active life, 
looking into business records, 
investments, bank accounts, 
and tax returns—to say noth- 
ing of contracts, old legal pa- 
pers, and property titles. 

Meanwhile, the executor

may have to manage your 
business. 

As he locates your assets, 
the executor (or administra- 
tor) takes them into his con- 
trol. 

Out of your estate your exe- 
cutor pays federal and state 
income, estate, and gift taxes, 
as well as sales, franchise, ex- 
cise, and assorted other busi- 
ness taxes—sometimes in 
many states—plus federal and 
state income taxes on your 





own earnings. He often deter- 
mines what property of your 
estate is to be sold to meet 
these obligations. 





So when you name your 
executor, pick a good one. 
Upon his practical good sense 
rest many of your plans to 
look after those who will sur- 
vive you. Of course, you may 
name a bank or trust company 
as your executor, or as one of 
your executors, if you like.
